I will tell you something else. 
You can join the church, be bap- 
tized, and take communion, and 
not be a Christian. It is possible 
to stand in the pulpit and preach 
and not be a Christian. I think 
I know more preachers than any 
man my age in this country, as 
I have spent nearly my entire 
life in association with ministers. 
I believe the majority of our 
preachers are godly, unselfish, con-

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Taking the place of Dr. Robert

A total of 225 Protestant minis- 
ters have been killed or seized by 
North Korean forces during the 
two years of the war, according to 
the Korean Presbyterian Church. 
Most of the captured ministers are 
believed dead. Some 152 Presby- 
terian churches and chapels have 
been destroyed and 468 have been 
damaged. Korea had 2,250 Pres- 
byterian churches or chapels be- 
fore the war. 


The recent national elections in 
Korea brought the Rev. Tai-young 
Ham,,a retired Presbyterian min- 
ister, to the office of Vice-Presi- 
dent. President Syngman Rhee, 
who was returned to the post of 
President of the Republic of Ko- 
rea, is a Methodist layman. Ham 
served as pastor for more than 
20 years in a Presbyterian church 
in Seoul, and after retiring from 
the ministry was named judge of a 
Seoul city court where he acquired 
a national reputation for fairness 
and honesty. 

Scriptures in Bus Stations 

(E/P) In California, the Ameri- 
can Bible Society has established 
Scripture outlets through the de- 
pots of the Greyhound Bus Lines. 
Plastic containers holding about a 
hundred Gospel portions are used. 
More than 12,000 Gospels were dis- 
tributed in 53 centers last year. 
Moody Church Pastor Resigns 

CHICAGO (E/P) The August 
issue of the Moody Church News 
carried the resignation of the pas- 
tor, Dr. S. Franklin Logsdon, 
which was accepted reluctantly by 
the Church Board. Dr. Logsdon 
stated in his resignation, “We are 
approaching dark days and diffi- 
cult times as we go deeper into 
the apostate period. This Church 
should mobilize its strength -for 
building its defense and mapping 
its offensive to stand in the evil 
day. It is my considered opinion 
and my firm conviction that it 
may please our heavenly Father 
to provide a leader who can more 
effectively help you to realize this 
end.” The resignation was to take 
effect August 24, or on another 
mutually agreed date. Dr. Logsdon 
has accepted a call to pastor the 
Immanuel Church of Holland, 
Michigan. 


Bulldozers and Bibles Arrive 
in Liberia on Ark 

In the Chicago Daily Tribune, 
Wednesday, September 3, the fol- 
lowing article appears: 

HARBEL, Liberia, Sept. 2 (AP) 
—Ark _—Letourneau, missionary 
ship bringing bulldozers as well 
as Bibles to help underprivileged 
Liberia, west African republic, ar- 
rived today. 

R. G. Le Tourneau, American 
millionaire, who financed the un- 
dertaking, arrived by plane Aug. 
24 and was on hand to welcome 
the Ark. Le Tourneau, 63, did not 
wait for the passengers to land— 
he swam out to the ship and went 
aboard. 


Those aboard included Mr. and 
Mrs. Gustav Dick and their three 
children. Mrs. Dick, a Sunday 
school teacher, is Le 'Tourneau’s 
daughter. She will be the spirit- 
ual leader for the community 
which will be created at Tournata 
on the Liberian coast.

The Ark is a converted landing 
ship. Le Tourneau, a leader in 
church work, believes the Liberian 
natives will take to Christianity 
with more zeal if there is a pros- 
pect of more food.

Agricultural and other equip- 
ment being brought over on this 
and subsequent voyages is valued 
at $1,000,000. The cargo includes

Nurse Ella Minz followed 
radio instructions from the marine 
health service in New York in 
treating Crossman, and the pas- 
sengers held a prayer meeting, 
The next morning the crewman 
was on the road to recovery.

Some 65 staff members with of- 
fice equipment, machinery and pa- 
per stock crowd the building.

—painfully true. 

Pastors, men, women, and young 
people are already sending in 
money to help the Sword of the 
Lord have an adequate building 
for carrying on work for the Lord 
Jesus Christ at home and around 
the world.

Again, note his teaching con- 
cerning Christ as Man, Vol. Hi, 
The Time Is At Hand, p. 107. We 
read :— 

We must bear in mind, also, 
that our Lord is no longer a 
human being....Since he is no 
longer in any sense or degree a 
human being, we must not ex- 
pect him to come again as a 
human being. 

What saith the Scripture: Luke 
24:39; I Tim. 2:5 and Acts 1:11? 
“This same Jesus shall so 
come in like manner as ye have 
seen Him go into heaven.” 

Further, with reference to the 
resurrection of our Lord, concern- 
ing which the Apostle Paul says, 
“Tf Christ is not risen your faith 
is vain” (I Cor. 15:17), Russell 
would have us believe that:— 

Our Lord’s human body, how- 


ever, was supernaturally re- 
moved from the tomb.... We 
know nothing about what be- 


came of it except that it did not 

decay or corrupt (Acts 2:27, 31). 

Whether it was dissolved into 

gasses, or whether it is still pre- 

served somewhere as the grand 
memorial of God’s love, of 

Christ’s obedience, and our re- 

demption, no one knows (Vol. 

II, p. 129). 

But we do know, and that on 
the authority of Christ Himself; 
read John 2:19-22; Luke 24:39. 

Dr. James M. Gray writes: 


Its Theory of Future Life 
As explanatory of this, Mil- 
lennial Dawnism is wrong, to 
begin with, in its definition of 
Life, holding it to be simply a 
principle common to all beings 
whether God, man, animals or 


plants. All existence results 
from the impartation of this 
principle into organism, the 


nature of the existence re- 
sulting from the nature of the 
organism. Man results spontan- 
eously from the impartation of 
this principle into a human or- 
ganism, and by similar reason- 
ing the extinction of his being 
follows the separation of the 
two. 

It is this that gives color to 
its teaching about the sleep of 
the soul, and that when a man 
dies he passes out of existence 
until the resurrection. The ane 
swer to this is cumulative. 

In the first place, the New 
Testament teaches that death 
does mean extinction of being.

Christ said: “Let the dead bury 
their dead” (Luke 9:60), when 
He was referring to the living. 
Paul said, “You hath He quick- 
ened who were dead in trespas- 
ses and sins” (Eph. 2:1). John 
said: “We know that we have 
passed from death unto life be- 
cause we love the brethren” 
(I John 3:14). 

In the second place, the New 
Testament teaches that the pen- 
alty for sin is more than extinc- 
tion of being. The rich man 
“lifted up his eyes in hell being 
in torments” (Luke 16:23). 
Christ said it had been good for 
Judas if he had not been born 
(Matt. 26:24), which is incon- 
sistent with the theory that he 
ceased to exist. 

In the third place, if ever- 
lasting punishment means only 
extinction of being, then ever- 
lasting life must mean only con- 
tinuation of being which is the 
boon even of Satan himself, who 
is to live for ever (Rev. 20:10). 


In the fourth place, if death 
means extinction of being, how 
can there be a resurrection, for 
this implies the coming back to 
life of the same person who 
passed out of it, otherwise a 
resurrection would be a new 
creation. 

In the fifth place, the Scrip- 
ture especially says that the 
soul continues to exist, for 
Christ warns us in Matt. 10:28, 
not to fear them “that kill the 
body, but have not power to kill 
the soul.” And even this says 
nothing about the spirit. Man 
has a spirit as well as a soul, 
and it is by his spirit he be- 
comes the offspring of God, and 
his spirit never dies. 

In the sixth place, the Bible 
shows us men living after death, 
Abraham for example, Moses, 
Samuel....In the sixth chapter 
of Revelation John has a vision 
of those to be beheaded in the 
great tribulation and shows 
them anticipatively, as souls ex-

denying the only Lord God, and 
our Lord Jesus Christ” (Jude 4). 


The Last Days of its Founder 


“Death of the Founder of ‘Mil- 
lennial Dawn.’ Usually a man’s 
faith shines brightest as he nears 
the confines of Eternity. The test 
of all tests is then applied. The 
self-styled ‘PASTOR’ RUSSELL, found- 
er of the Movement, seems to 
have miserably failed at the su- 
preme moment. He died in the 
Sante Fe train on its way to Kan- 
sas City on Oct. 31, 1916, his 
traveling companion, Mr. Menta 
Sturgeon, alone being with him. 
The published details of his last 
days indicate how the gloom of 
night settled on the prophet of 
Millennial Dawn. Here are ex- 
tracts (/talics ours). 


Oct. 16.—The public meeting 
at Lansing was well attended: 
but for some reason the inter- 
est waned and many left: so 
much so that Brother Russell 
spoke of it afterwards and 
seemed puzzled. 

Oct. 24. He went to dinner 
with us, talking pleasantly to 
everyone, and was as humorous 
as usual; but he ate nothing, al- 
though the dinner was excellent. 


On Oct. 30, evidently realiz- 
ing that death was approaching, 


satisfied. He had spoken con- 
cerning the smiting of the Jor- 
dan, the payment of the penny,* 
and the writings of the Seventh 
Volume; and this was enough.” 

On Oct. 31 the conductor and 
the porter of the train were 
called in by Mr. Sturgeon, who 
said: “We want you to see how 
a great man of God can die.” 
Alas, alas, he who had so well 
“staged” his system and 
“boomed” himself, failed in the 
drama of the last moment, and 
so passed into Eternity silent 
and sombre. No “dawn” on his 
horizon, no farewell note of vic- 
tory, no reconciliation to his di- 
vorced wife, no recantation of 
his numerous denials of the 
Deity of Christ, the value of 
His Atonement, His bodily Res- 
urrection, the Second Coming, 
eternal punishment and other 
cardinal truths; no sorrow for 
the thousands whom he had 
turned from light to darkness, 
not even an admission that his 
prophecy that “The harvest of 
this age...ends with the over- 
throw of Gentile power in A. D. 
1914” had passed unnoticed by 
God or man. Thus closed the 
career of one of the greatest of 
the “many false prophets” (I 
John 4:1) of these last days 
(The Witness).

text is taken Paul gives us cer- 
tain suggestions of vital .qualities 
that ought to. be regnant in the 
minister of Christ’s gospel. They 
are summoned to courageous en- 
durance: “Seeing that we have 
this ministry, we faint not.” Cour- 
age is a qualification never to be 
lost sight of by God’s prophet and 
preacher, The preacher is called 
to courageous endurance, 


My personal belief is that no 
Jazy man should ever be a preach- 
er. The most indefatigable toiler 
the earth ever saw should be God’s 
divinely appointed preacher and 
prophet. If his people believe him 
lazy, he is vitally shorn of his 
power. “Cursed is every one that 
doeth the work of the Lord neg- 
ligently.” The naturalists tell us 
that nature denies beauty to every 
Jazy animal, The ugliest biped in 
the world is a lazy preacher. The 
true preacher is a man of purity, 
“renouncing the hidden things of 
shame.” He is to be an example 
to the believer in works, in man- 
ner of life, in faith, in word, in 
purity. They that bear the vessels 
of the Lord must be clean men. 
Oh, the grief that the preacher, 
careless about his habits and ex- 
ample and his reputation and in- 
fluence, brings to all serious men! 

The right kind of preacher is a 
man of marked integrity. Paul de- 
scribes him as “one not walking 
in ways of craftiness; one not 
handling the word of God deceit- 
fully.” The fundamental virtue for 
the preacher and for everybody 
else is sincerity. It is unpardon- 
able for._God’s preacher not to be 
honest and genuine to the very 
center of his being. Life is a 
ghastly lie if the preacher is not 
sincere. I would as soon hear the 
Gospel from the lips of a drunk-

Now in Paul’s great text here, 
he sets forth the message and the 
mission and the motive in all 
Christian service: “For we preach 
not ourselves, but Christ Jesus the 
Lord; and ourselves your servants 
for Jesus’ sake.” The subject mat- 
ter of all true preaching is stated 
there, 


Preachers Are Not to 
Preach Themselves 
“We preach not ourselves, but 
Christ Jesus the Lord.” Paul 
States it for us first negatively. 
“We preach not ourselves.” He 
makes a disclaimer to start with. 
It is very easy for a preacher to 
preach himself, but that is very 
bad homiletics and very bad reli- 
gion. A preacher preaches him- 
self when he preaches his own 
vagaries, speculations, or opinions, 
or mere theories, or doubts. 
Christ’s pulpit is no place for the 
spiritual stammerer. “I believe, 
therefore have I spoken.” “We 
can but speak the things we have 
seen and heard.” 


Paul preached “Christ Jesus the 
Lord.” If the mighty Apostle had 
that incomparable method, surely 
his brothers, lesser and weaker, 
need to walk in his steps. It will 
ever be true, my brothers, that 
the world’s cry in its sin, shall be 
this: “Sir, we would see Jesus.” 
And it will ever be true that the 
chief magnet to draw wearied, 
sinning men out of the sloughs, 
darkness, death and doom is this: 
“And I, if I be lifted up from the 


We Are to Preach Christ 


Paul states his case positively. 
‘We preach not ourselves, but we 
preach Christ Jesus the Lord,” 
That collocation of names is not 
accidental; it is deeply significant: 
“Christ Jesus the Lord.” We 
preach Jesus; not merely His hu- 
manity. We delight in His human- 
ity, His perfect humanity; we 
love to think of Him as a babe on 
his mother’s heart, to think of 
Him as_a lad asking and answer- 
ing questions in the Temple at 
twelve, to think of Him glorify- 
ing toil the world round and 
through the ages, to think of Him 
as brother but if Jesus was only 
human, we have no Gospel at_all. 
They placarded the walls of the 
public buildings in France years 
ago with the question: “Can faith 
in a dead man save you?” Not at 
all. We do not preach faith in a 
dead man; we preach faith in one 
who conquered death and brought 
life and -immortahty to light 
through His gospel. Jesus Christ 
is our message. We preach Jesus 
Christ, the anointed Messiah, the 
God-appointed Deliverer, the di- 
vinely-sent Saviour. Jesus was 
more than a perfect example. 


You delight to think of one who 
walked the world without a taint 
of sin, but you and I should be in 
despair today if we had only the 
blameless example of Jesus. Je- 
sus is the world’s perfect teacher, 
but that is not enough. Yonder at 
Caesarea Philippi He asked His 
apostles, when He had them apart: 
“Whom do men say that I am?” 
They answered: “Some say John 
the Baptist; some Elijah; and oth- 
ers, Jeremiah, or one of the proph- 
ets.” And then He came closer:

Since Jesus is the divine Saviour, 
we gladly go with His gospel to 
all the world and commend His

Christ’s Authority Involves 
Individual Approach to 
God Freely 


The Lordship of Christ involves 


some vital corollaries. For one 
thing, the human soul must be 


free to make its own approach to 
that divine Saviour. Personality 
in religion must ever be inscribed 
on all our banners; one must be- 
lieve for himself, and repent for 
himself, and be baptized for him- 
self, and pray for himself, and give 
for himself. The Lordship of the 
Christ involves the great doctrine 
that religion and the state must be 
utterly divorced and separate. “My 
kingdom is not of this world,” said 
Jesus. The Pharisees came to Him 
one day and asked Him if it was 
lawful to pay tribute unto Caesar. 
He took their coin, which had on 
it the image and superscription 
of Caesar, and made the telling 
answer: “‘Render unto Caesar the 
things that are Caesar’s and unto 
God the things that are God's.” 
In that sentence Jesus stated an 
aphorism of immeasurable wis- 
dom. That significant statement 
Started a new era for all the 
world. That sentence was the sun- 
rise gun of a new day for human- 
ity. When Caesar interferes with 
religion, he always makes a mud- 
die of it. The age-long contention 
of our fathers has been that the 
human soul must be free. There 
must be no restraint nor con- 
straint upon such soul irf the mat- 
ter of religion. No _ institution, 
whether Church or State, and no 
person — whether parent, or 
preacher, or pope, or priest—must 
dare to come between that soul 
and its divine Lord. This is the 
crowning jewel of humanity—the 
freedom of the human soul in its 
approach unto the exalted Lord. 
Our fathers have made this age- 
long contention all down the cen- 
turies. A true Baptist could not 
persecute others. If anywhere you 
find. so-called Baptists persecuting 
Protestants or Catholics, Gentile 
or Jew, pagan, heathen, sinner, or 
anybody else, they are belying the 
age-long contention of our people. 
Our fathers through the centuries 
have held to this great doctrine, 
even with the shedding of their 
blood. Every land on the continent 
of Europe has been stained by 
their blood because of their fealty 
to this principle. Yonder in one of 
the colonies, there is blood on the 
whipping post for our contention 
for this principle. Our plain Bap- 
tist preachers on both sides of the 
sea have said: “We prefer to lie 
in jails rather than take license 
from the civil governments to 
preach Christ’s spiritual gospel.” 
Let Caesar’s dues be paid to Cae- 
sar and his throne, but conscien- 
ces and souls were made for God, 
for the Lord, alone.

Man Needs a Master, a Never 
Failing Authority 

The Lordship of Christ is a su- 
preme necessity for every human 
being. The great Doctor Wilkin- 
son’s aphorism is a true one, that 
our contention is based upon obe- 
dience to Christ, the governing 
principle in the kingdom of Christ. 
Obedience is vital in the home, 
and in school, and in the army. 
In religion man must have a mas- 
ter, and the exalted Saviour once 
offered, by the sacrifice of Him- 
self, to make atonement for hu- 
man sin, stands before men as 
such Master. The supreme neces- 
sity for all human hearts is to 
have such a Master. Every great 
heart in its serious hour recog- 
nizes such vital need. 

Huxley, the great modern scien- 
tific man, said one day: “If there 
could come unto me some power, 
wound up like a clock, so that 
from that day on I would say the 
right words, have the _ right 
thoughts, and do the right deeds, 
I would close up with that power.” 
We would say to Mr. Huxley: “Mr. 
Huxley and your fellow scientists, 
Jesus is that power, better than 
all the clocks of the earth.” In the 
hour of temptation, I need some- 
body to help me; when the scorch- 
ing fires burn me with their awful 
suggestiveness; when the hour of 
darkness comes I need somebody 
to be a light to me; in the hour of 
weakness, I need somebody to 
give me superhuman strength; in 
the hour of grief, when the very 
stars are hidden and I hear 
no voice of comfort, I need some- 
body with divine power, on whose 
bosom I can lean, as John leaned 
on Christ at the supper. Jesus is 
that Somebody. 

The great Martin Luther sat 
there by his little Margaret, four 
years old and dearer to her father 
than his own heart’s blood. He 
prayed that her life might be 
spared. The intrepid man did not 
see how he could go on without 
little Margaret. The doctor 
touched the father lightly on the 
shoulder and said: “Mr. Luther, 
little Margaret is going now.” The 
heart of the great reformer- 
preacher was almost broken and 
he said: “Is it possible that my 
sweet child can go into the dark- 
ness and cold by herself?” Then, 
in a moment more, he said: “No! 
‘Yea, though I walk through the 
valley of the shadow of death, I 
will fear no evil; for Thou art 
with me’!” “Christ hath abolished 
death and brought life and immor- 
tality to light through His gospel.” 
The substance of His words to 
John on Patmos was this: “Fear 
not, I am alive; I was dead; I am 
alive now and hold in my hands 
the keys of death and the invisible 
world, and I am alive forever- 
more.” I saw a wife a little while 
ago standing beside the bier of her 
husband. They sang, “How Firm 
a Foundation,” and when they 
came to the second stanza: 

‘In every condition, in sickness, 
in health,” 


she joined in. She whispered to me 
when the song was done: “I could 
sing it because Christ has me in 
His keeping forevermore.” 

When we take up our tasks and 
duties, our supreme need is a di- 
vine Master. At the battle of Se- 
dan, King William heard that one 
of his bravest officers was mortal- 
ly wounded.

Christians Are Servants 
Under Christ 


But Paul also utters a great 
truth for Christ’s workers in this 
Same great text: “We preach not 
ourselves, but Christ Jesus the 
Lord; and ourselves your ser- 
vants.”’ Great are the implications 
of this statement by Paul. The 
obligation and meaning of every 
cross in the world is service. The 
meaning of every Christian gift 
and grace is service; the meaning 
of all education and wealth, and 


of every other power with which 
Christianity is dowered, is service 
in behalf of needy humanity. Ser- 
vice is the divine Master’s test for 


His people. “By their fruits ye 
shall know them.” A creed is 
great thing provided the cree 


issues in great deeds. The ideal 
life was stated in five little words: 
“He went about doing good.” You 
cannot add to that. When you and 
I in our little earthly sphere want 
to walk in the footsteps of the 
Master we must simply go about 
doing good. What the world needs 
is service. Its wounds cannot be 
staunched by talk; its ignorance 
cannot be dispelled by talk; its 
sufferings cannot be relieved by 
talk; its sins cannot be cured by 
mere talk. The world needs ser- 
vice; only in this way, my com- 
rades in the great work, can 
Christ’s people authenticate their 
faith. “Why call ye Me, Lord, 
Lord, and do not the things which 
I say?” Faith is more than any 
mere dogmatism; faith is passion, 
faith lifts, faith rises, faith 
achieves; faith is valuable only in 
proportion as it issues in service. 
Without service our faith is all 
dead. Great believers have always 
been great doers: witness. the 
Apostle Paul; witness Martin Lu- 
ther; witness B. H. Carroll. 

Garibaldi, yonder in Rome in 
prison, managed to scribble on a 
little piece of paper and get it 
back to his soldiers: “If fifty 
Garibaldis be thrown into prison, 
let Rome be free.” A passion like 
that burns like fire and will con- 
quer everything before it. The 
teaching of Jesus, our Master, is 
revolutionary as to the supreme 
things. He never gave a little an- 
swer to a big question. One day 
He was asked, “Who is my neigh- 
bor?” And He gave the answer, 
“Whoever needs you.” The mean- 
ing of responsibility has not yet 
been fully disclosed to this great 
sinning world of ours. Whoever 
needs me, whether he lives in 
Texas or in Belgium, or in darkest 
Africa, or in Japan, he is my 
neighbor. You ask what is my 
parish; how many people are in 
my parish? About two billion peo- 
ple now live in my parish. 

Debtorship is our great call. I 
am a debtor to all men, said the 
earth’s chiefest exponent of re- 
ligion, debtor to the last limit of 
my power. We are to say to Lady 
Bountiful: “Dear woman, put 
aside the little troubles of life and 
live on that high plane to which 
you are called by your divine 
Lord.” We are to say to the 
princely banker, to the merchant, 
and to the business man, “Sir, 
your money is given you for the 
express business of bringing the 
world to Christ’s feet.” We are to 
say to the scholar, whether man 
or woman, “Your education is not 
for personal self-gratification, but 
it is to be used for winning the 
world to Christ.” 


Our task is outlined for us by 
our risen Lord, and this Conven- 
tion has addressed itself to that 
task as unfolded in the program 
set for it by our Lord. 


First of all, we are to make 
disciples; we are to go everywhere 
making disciples. The right kind 
of evangelism must be proclaimed 
by us forevermore; that kind of 
evangelism goes to the very foun- 
tain-head of Christianity; that 
kind of evangelism is part of our 
religion, just as the fields, mines 
and forests are a part of our com- 
merce; that kind of evangelism is 
necessary to the growth of our 
churches. “Conquest,” said Napo- 
leon, “has made me and conquest 
must maintain me.’ The drive- 
wheel for every true church is the 
right kind of evangelism. It is 
necessary to the very life of our 
churches. It is a life and death 
conquest for us, and in our great 
business the first behest of dis- 
cipleship for Christ’s church cen- 
ters on this same evangelism. The 
churches of the Lord Jesus Christ 
are the divinely commissioned 
agents in the vital business of 
evangelism. They are faithless to 
their trust and recreant to their 
highest duty if they fail to major 
on true evangelism. That kind of 
evangelism will rid our churches 
of numerous ills which are prone 
to invade their ranks and cripple 
their effectiveness. It is a whole- 


some tonic, a refreshing shower, 
a cleansing stream. They tell us 
in the old myth about the Augean 
stables that, so long as they took 
wheelbarrows and spades to cart 
away the filth, they were never 
victorious; but one day the river 
was turned through the Augean 
stables and all their foulness was 
washed away. Evangelism is our 
life-giving river. As Dagon fell 
when the Philistines brought the 
Ark of the Lord into their temple 
at Ashdod, even so will many an 
evil and idolatrous thing be 
smashed to bits when the ark of 
evangelism is established in the 
churches of our Lord. 


Give us a watchword for the heart, 
A word of thrilling power; 
A bugle call; a flaming breath, 
That calls to conquest or to death. 
That call comes to us from the 
skies; 
We must, we must evangelize. 


“For Jesus’ Sake,” the 
Christian’s Motive 


There is another word: “We 
preach not ourselves, but Christ 
Jesus the Lord; and ourselves 
your servants for Jesus’ sake.” 
Motive oxygenizes every quality 
in human life. What makes life 
brighter is the presence of a 
worthy motive; and what makes 
life dreary is want of a master- 
ful and worthy motive. Christ 


‘and Christ alone can give that 


motive. There is the motive of 
egoism, which begins and ends 
with self. Such motive is doomed. 
The nation that begins and ends 
with self is doomed. Let this na- 
tion, standing now in the most 
responsible position, of all the na- 
tions of the earth, forget her high 
mission and she is doomed. Kip- 
ling’s Recessional is the word for 
this nation: 


God of our fathers, known of old, 
Lord of our far-flung battle line, 


Beneath whose awful hand we hold 
Dominion over palm and pine, 
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Lord God of Hosts, be with us yet, 
Lest we forget —lest we forget! 


The tumult and the shouting dies, 
The captains and the kings de- 
part, 
Still stands Thine ancient sacrifice, 
A humble and a contrite heart. 
Lord God of Hosts, be with us yet, 
Lest we forget —lest we forget! 


Far called, our navies melt away,

But, my 
brothers, no cheap religion is go~ 
ing to win this world. Surely, we 
should behave ourselves with wis- 
dom from God. Lay the truth to 


heart now: that no cheap religion. 


is going to bring many to the 
feet of God. We must be supreme- 


ly, utterly dedicated to the will 


of Christ if we are to win many 
to the saving knowledge of God. 
When they asked Quentin Hogg, 
that great founder of Polytechnic 
Institute in London, “How much 
did it cost to build it, Mr. Hogg?” 
he made the modest answer: “Oh, 
not much, simply one man’s life 
blood.” 


Men and women, redeemed by 
Him who poured out His life in 
atoning sacrifice for us, the only 
way to win strong men for Christ 
is for us to live our religion with 
the passion of Christ. The re- 
birth of spiritual passion is the 
world’s great need now. ‘When 
John Clifford, the Nonconformist 
leader in England, was in this 
country some years ago, he told 
us about a missionary from India 
who pleaded with the students in 
a great English university for 
volunteers. He wanted six men 
to go with him; some to teach, 
some to be doctors, and some to 
preach. He reminded them that 
out there they would find every 
convenience of the home land, 
golf links, swimming, etc., and the 
men gave him the icy stare.

We 
have talked about the new birth 
in such strange theological terms 
that the rank and file of the peo- 
ple don’t know what we mean. 

I read in the first chapter of 
John these words: 

“But aS many as received Him, 
to them gave He power to be- 
come the sons of God, even to 
them that believe on His name.’ 

The next verse teaches explicit- 
ly that the people who thus re- 
ceive Jesus are born, not of blood, 
nor the will of the flesh, but of 
God. In the First BDpistle of John 
we read the words: ‘“‘He that hath 
the Son hath life.” If we receive 
Christ we have Him, and if we 
have Him we have life. There is 
just one difference between a 
Christian and a sinner. A Chris- 
tian has Christ, and a sinner 
hasn't. That is a big difference. 
It’s the difference between Heaven 
and Hell. 

You can have religion and not 
be a Christian. Of course, when we 
speak of “getting religion” in this 
country, we mean becoming a 
Christian, but as a matter of fact 
everybody has some kind of re- 
ligion.

Dr. George Truett, that prince-

2. You ought to become a Chris- 
tian because it is safe. I am going 
to suppose that there isn’t any 
God. I know there is a God. You 
ask me how I know? I will tell 
you. Suppose tonight when I turn 
off the light and get into my bed 
I look up through the darkness 
and I say, “I am thirsty; want 
a drink of water,” and a moment 
later I feel a glass of water in 
my hand, and I drink and quench 
my thirst. Tomorrow night when 
the darkness shuts me in I Say, 
“IT am hungry; give me something 
to eat.”” A sandwich comes to my 
hand, and I eat and my appetite 
is satisfied. Suppose that kind of 
thing should happen for thirty 
nights. If 1 am not a fool I would 
soon decide there must be an un- 
seen personality in my room who 
delights to grant my request. I 
know there is a God. I have never 
seen Him, but many times He has 
heard my prayer. I have had a 
load on my shoulder pressing down 
upon me until I have grown so 
tired I could not carry it any 
more. I have looked up into the 
Sky and said, “I would like to 
have some rest.’ I didn’t see the 
hands that lifted the load, but 
I felt the load lifted and I found 
the needed rest. I have had prob- 
lems to solve, and I have worked 
on those problems until after a 
while, with despair in my heart, 
I have looked up into the heavens 
and asked for help. I didn’t see 
the God who solved them, but the 
problems were solved. Many times 
I have come to tthe parting of life’s 
road, and I didn’t know which way 
to go. I have stood still for a mo- 
ment and asked for wisdom, and 
some unseen God gave me the wis- 
dom. 

So, I know there is a God. Re- 
member, I am supposing, though, 
that there isn’t any God. I am 
supposing this Bible is a lie, and

“My name is Truett, and I have 
come here to ask you a question 
in ethics.

Dr. Truett told him the story 
of his conversation with the young 
lawyers. The judge walked tto the 
window and looked out at the 
crowd on the street for just a 
minute, and then, turning around 
he looked straight into the eyes 
of ithe preacher as he said: 

“T will come out to hear you

Let us suppose that religion is 
real, that there is a personal God, 
that the Bible is His inspired 
Word, that there is a literal Heav- 
en and a literal Hell, and both 
are eternal. Suppose that there is 
a coming judgment to which every 
man must go, that every man who 
accepts Jesus will go to Heaven, 
and every man that rejects Him 
will go to Hell. If it is so I win 
for two worlds. If it is only a 
dream, I have already won. I 
can’t lose. I have played the game 
safe. 


3. In the next place you should 
become a Christian because grati- 
tude demands it.

I wrap something about me 
the best I can and rush through 
the stifling smoke to rescue the 
woman. I wrap about her some 
bedclothes, and come out through 
the smoke and flames. I put her 
down in a place of safety, and 
find that not even a hair of her 
head is singed. My face is scarred 
for life. The flesh is burned from 
my hands, and I rush out in the 
darkness without a word of com- 
plaint. Suppose ten years from this 
dayIam ina certain city walking 
down the street, arid I pass a 
magnificent home. I walk upon the 
front porch and ring the bell. A 
lady comes to the door. Il Say, 
“Lady, I want something to eat.” 


“Who are you?” she asks. 

“Just a plain tramp, that’s all,” 
is my reply. 

“Well, where did you get those 
scars?” she inquires. 

“Ten years ago I was in a cer- 
tain town and saw a building 
burning. Attracted by the cry of a 
woman, I rushed through tthe stifl- 


ing smoke and flames and res-. 


cued that woman and put her 
down in a place of safety. I no- 
ticed that not a hair of her head 
was singed, and there was no scar 
on her body, but I received that 
night these scars which I have 
carried ever since.” 

“Oh,” she says, “stop, I am that 
woman. Come on in here. You 
can have a home as long as you 
live. You shall never want for 
food and money.”’ 

Who is that knocking outside 
your heart’s door? It is Jesus. 
“Where did You get all those 
wounds?” I asked Him. 

“On the cross,” He replies. 

“Your brow is pierced with 
many a thorn, and Your side— 
where did You get that scar?” 


“I received all these wounds at 
the cross,” He replies. ‘““Two thou- 
sand years ago I laid down my life 
that I might save you forever.”

4. One more step: You ought to 
become a Christian now, because 
of the uncertainty of human life. 
You say, “Bob Jones, we have 
heard that many ttimes.” Yes, sir, 
but you ought to heed it this 
time. It is always today with God. 
It is always tomorrow with the 
fool. 

Some months ago I was enter- 
tained for a few days in a lovely 
Alabama home. I liked my host 
as much as any man I ever saw. 
He was one of those bighearted, 
old-time, naturally lovable:fellows. 
I just couldn't keep from loving 
him. He was my kind; didn’t 
have any airs; he was just his 
plain, natural self. When I was 
ready to tell him good-by I 
noticed some tears in his eyes. 
‘I said, “Brother Jim, if I can 


lever do anything for you, I want 
|you to let me know.” 


| A few days later I had a letter 


from him. He said something like 
this: 

“My dear friend Brother Bob: 
in this 
town, who holds a certain politi- 


cal position, is dying. He has sent 
for me and told me that he wants 
me to be his successor in office 
when he goes. Now,” he said, “I 
don’t want to be after a man’s job 
before he dies, but I must have 
help if I get this position. I didn't 
support the present governor, and 
I haven’t much pull with this ad- 
ministration. I want you to help 
me. Please see my friend, Mr. 
So-and-So, in Montgomery, and 
you and he go to see the gover- 
nor and tell him the circumstances 
and try to get this position for me. 
Il am sure my friend will be gone 
before this letter ever reaches 
you.” 


I answered his letter at once, 
telling him I would be glad tc do 


what I could, and assuring him 
that I would return to Mont- 
gomery in two or three days and 
take up the matter with the go- 
vernor. Before my letter reached 
my friend he fell dead! I kept up 
with the other man whose position 
he wanted, and that man was live 
ing months later. 

The uncertainty of human life 
demands that you settle this ques- 
tion and settle it now. There was 
never a bigger lie born in Hell, 
or hatched in the domain of the 
Devil, than the statement, “You 
have plenty of time.” “Behold, 
now is the accepted time: behold, 
now is the day of salvation.”
